The churches of the New Testament were praying 
churches. As one reads the New Testament beginning with 
Acts he is amazed at how. often prayer is mentioned, and 
how many times the church is engaged in prayer, or is 
admonished to pray. . 

Jesus had taught the disciples the importance of pray- 
er. He, himself, had prayed often in their presence, or 
when they were aware of it. He taught them how to pray, 
and gave them many prayer promises in addition to those 
already revealed in the Old Testament. Before He went 
away they knew that their source of guidance and power 
must be through the channel of prayer. 


their ministry and life. 

Are we losing the urgency and necessity of prayer in 
our church work today? Have we become so prosperous 
that we no longer need to depend upon God, or are we so 
busy that we do not have time to call upon him? How many 
of us as individuals take more than a few minutes each day 
to pray? And how much time do we spend in our own 
worship services. our prayer meetings and other church 
activities to actually pray. a 

Yet prayer is our greatest need as individuals and 
churches, and our most important task. Remember that 
our Lord “ever liveth to make intercession for us.” (Heb. 
7:25). If He prays for us continually should we not give 
a larger place to prayer in our lives? 

Our prayer promises today are just the same as those 

by the early church. Indeed we have more than 
they had, for we have.the written New Testament.

We need to pray for our people for they have tempta- 
tions, sorrows, burdens, heartaches, doubts, fears, and need 
God just as much as did the Christians, of long ago. 

We need to pray for our pastors that they may preach 


with mighty power, and have wisdom from God in the' 


great responsibilities which rest upon them as church 
leaders. 

The lost need our prayers, that they may come under 
the convicting power of the gospel, and that we may carry 
the message of Christ unto them. 

The backslidden need our prayers that their hearts 
may be warmed, and that they may be again enlisted in 
the active service of their Lord.

Is prayerlessness 
our greatest sin? If so, it is time for us to repent and turn 
back to this most important task.

Rural Missions

In most ofthe nations where 
foreign mission work is done be- 
tween 70 per cent and 90 per 
cent of the péople live-in rural, 
areas. By this we mean the small 
villages and open country areas. 
Most mission work has been be- 
gun in large metropolitan cen- 
ters and has gradually moved 
on out to smaller cities. If we 
are ever to evangelize these na- 
tions, however, some thought 
must be given to the specific 
missionary endeavor among the 
large majority of rural people 
in these nations. At some stage 
in the development of our for- 
eign mission strategy we must 
go on to the villages. 

Hungry Millions 

In any study of the popula- 
tions of the world one is imme- 
diately startled by the fact that 
the majority of the people of 
the world seldom have a fyll 
meal. Most of the people in 
most of the nations live in con- 
stant hunger. For example, in 
the countries of Asia and Africa 
90 per cent of the people have 
an income of less than $50.00 a 
year. In comparison to Ameri- 
can standards, this is certainly 
extreme. Even in Cuba, the Na- 
tional Bank of Cuba estimates 
that the 1956-57 income of rural 
people was $218.00 per year, 
this méans that the vast popula- 
tions of the missionary areas 
have totally inadequate econom- 
ie s ards. 

In view of this fact it is in- 
teresting to note that at the 
close of World War II Chris- 
tian denominations had 18,000 
foreign missionartes working on 
mission fields but only 20 of 
them were agriculture mission- 
aries. To be sure, agriculture 


‘ 
,comes to the point of envy and 
perhaps often hatred of the 
United States. 

For example, a family on the 
“other side of the tracks” who 
has very little income has an in- 
herefitly prejudiced attitude 
toward a wealthy family who 
moves in the best society in 
town. This family who is suffer- 
ing is quite hesitant to receive 
anything from the family who 
is well-to-do even by counsel and 
particularly spiritual help. 


Thus it seems many of the na- 
tions of the earth have been 
quite skeptical of the United 
States’ efforts to help. Frankly, 
many of them do not want our 
charity. 

Taking advantage of this ex- 
treme problem, however, Russia 
has made all _ kinds of false 
promises, They have promised 
to help these hungry nations to 
have food enough to eat. Rus- 
sia has never said, “we will give 
you the food.” Russia has said, 
“we will help you to grow your 
own foods so that you need not 
be hungry.” The United States, 
as the wealthy Uncle Sam, has 
given millions of dollars of 
grain and other foodstuffs, but 
it has been from one who “has” 
to one who “has not.” Russia 
has stirred up the nations by 
promising to help them to help 
themselves. Many of our mis- 
sionaries are saying this is the 
growing problem in missionary 
strategy. 

It might be well to mention 
incidentally that after the ex- 
treme suffering of World War I 
Russia became Communist. Af- 
ter the suffering of World War 
Il, and all of its hunger and pov- 
erty, China became Communist. 
What will happen in the future? 
Will these people continue to ac- 
cept the false promises of Com- 
munism or will they have an op- 
portunity to come face to face 
with Christian concepts?

For a proper understanding 
of the missionary countries it is 
well to recognize that many of 
them were once great nations.

We have tried many economic 
approaches including the char- 
ity give-away program. Yet all 
of the efforts we have undertak- 
en seem not to accomplish the 
purposes we hoped they would. 
We certainly have not won many 
friends, influenced many peo- 
ple among the nations. It seems 
that America now stands at the 
crossroads. What shall be our 
Christian responsibility for the 
populations of the world? 

Only Adequate Answer 

It seems to me that a Chris- 
tian mission is the only answer 
adequate for the needs of this 
hour. Chrise had had |the com- 
passion to reach all the people 
of the world and he gave us the 
Commission to do so. Until we 
accept this Commission and de- 
velop the compassion Christ 
had, we will not minister as we 
should. 

This means to me that every 
individual in every church, ru- 
ral or urban, has a specific mis- 
sionary obligation to the people 
of the world, and much of the 
obligation must be wrought out 
among the hearts of rural peo- 
ple around the world. They are 
there by the millions, even bil- 
lions. Can we, and will we, pro- 
vide young couples dedicated to 
Christ who will go as| our mis- 
sionaries, and can we, and will 
we, provide the funds which will 
enable them to minister in these 
rural places. My response and 
yours can even yet turh the tide 
for Christ. \2

Jewish Convert Is Student’ 


At Ruschlikon Seminary —

Among the students at Baptist 
Theological Seminary in Rusch- 
likon-Zurich, Switzerland, a vis- 
itor may notice one, with a Jew- 
ish caste of features, who is old- 
er than the rest. This dignified, 
gray-headed scholar is Joseph 
Alkahe, who was born in Con- 
stantinople of Jewish-Italian pa- 
rents in 1913. He studied in 
Italy and received his doctorate 
in law from the University of 
Pisa. 

The racial laws of Italy pre- 
vented his practicing there and 
he immigrated illegally to Pal- 
estine in 1939. 

He was not a practicing Jew 
in religion, but there was a void 
in his heart. At the age of thir- 
teen he had gone to a synagogue

Thé Tradition

This was unsatisfying to Jo- 
seph, and he never attended the 
synagogue after that. He be- 
came a seeker. 

Immediately upon the out- 
break of the second World War, 
Joseph volunteered, joining a 
Jewish batallion in the British 
army. He was in the thick of 
fighting in Italy and rose from 
the rank of private to that of 
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aim in life.” |

At the close of the war he 
joined Israeli forces in their 
struggle for a Jewish state and 
served as captain, until the 
dream of Israel became a reality 
in 1948. After that he set up a 
successful law practice in Tel 
Aviv and in connection with this 
he was retained by the govern- 
ment for two years, drafting 
health legislation for the nation. 

Felt Incomplete 

Despite the achievement of 
success in his chosen profession, 
Joseph; Alkahe was unhappy. He 
felt a basic incompleteness in 
his life, | 

II did not know exactly what 
burdened me,” he says, “but I 
could not help sensing that ma- 
terial prosperity and the quali- 
tative evaluation of life were in- 
adequate. I was ultimately in- 
terested in the qaulity of life.” 

He felt irresistably drawn to 
something higher but could not 
find the way.:Then several per- 
sons crossed his path and help- 
ed him in his pilgrimage. 

Had No Religion 

One was an elerly lady he met 
in a German hospice. Daughter 
of a Christian archaeologist who 
had settled in Palestine, he ap- 
proached Dr. Alkahe in a friend- 
ly way about his faith. He con- 
fessed to her that he had no re- 
ligion but was a seeker. “I long 
for a true experience of com- 
munion with God,” he said, “for 
true fellowship and a worthy 


































He attended their services and 
realized that his long search had 
come to-an end, He surrendered 
to the claims of Christ, and he 
found ‘the Christian fellowship 
he longed for. 

“I was attracted by the fact 
that their whole life seemed to 
be formed from the Bible,” Dr. 
Alkahe said. of the little group 
of believers, “and they found

He made 
his public profession of faith 
and was baptized by Missionary 
Robert Lindsey in November, 
1956, despite the bitter opposi- 
tion of all his relatives.

He became con- 
vinced that he should give full . 
time to Christian service, and 
for this he knew that he needed | 
theological training.

Goes To Seminary 

Meanwhile, the missionaries 
and other’ Baptists in Israel 
were wishing and praying for 
just this sort of thing, but they 
hesitated to ask.

Then at the end of August, 
1959 he went to speak to the 
missionaries about it himself. 
Feeling that God was definitely 
leading, Dr. Lindsey telephoned

A casual reading to the context would cause one to think 
their worthlessness was due to a mis-handling of the offerings 
at the temple and taking advantage of the women who came 
to worship. 

The ancient scribe gave a rather startling diagnosis of their 
real difficulty... . “they had no regard for the Lord.” A lack 
of regard for the Lord will take the bridle off self-control .and 
release us into fields of animalistic indulgence. 

The cure for lack of regard for the Lord is also described in a 
nearby passage in I Samuel. While the sons of Eli were acting 
like sons of Belial; the son of Hannah, Samuel, was bending his 
ear to the voice of God. This son who had regard for the Lord 
was saying, “Speak Lord, for thy servant heareth.”
